How does the unhitched chick 


breathe Inride Its fhell. If It does 


, breathe? 
flow does a chick know 


when to hatch? 
How does It crack 


Its shell? 


These sre lome e-f the questions a 


(rood many people would probably not 
be *b!e to Hnwer. 


Plainly, the shell of the e« looks 


much too hard and brittle for an on- 
hatched, 
frail 
little 
creature 
to 


crack without much difficulty. 
But 


nature has equipped the chicken with 
• special little "eps-tooth" for this par- 
ticular purpose. The ejat tooth STOWS 
on the Bpper beak of the chicken, 
which uses it as a little chisel with 
which to break out of Its shell when 
Its strengthening muscle make* It 
stretch its neck. The egg-tooth disap- 
pears a day or two after the chick 
has hatched. 


If yon should paint an eg* In which 


there was a baby chick, the little thing 
would die of suffocation. Per the ba- 
by chicks breathe Inside their shells 
before they hatch as well as after- 
wards. The air cornea right through 
their shells, which are foil of rery tiny 
holes, though we cant see them. In 
the thin skin Just under the shell 
are many tiny blood Teasels. The** 
carry the air to all parts of the de- 
veloping chick and carry away tba> 
carbon dioxide which the anhatcbed 
chicken, like all animals, glrea off; 


Toe chide, which begins as only • 


speck In the.yellow part of tha afg, 
requires water, too. as it growa. and 
then Is plenty of watar in tb» egg; 
and sometimes the newly hatched 
chicks live for several day* without 
water because of the supply they hid 
In their shells.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


How Blotter* Cast* Ah*«t 


The discovery of blotting paper was 


due to an accident In an English paper 
factory. A careless workman forgot 
to put the sizing Into a certain lot of 
paper and the result was thought to 
be an entire waste. The proprietor 
of the mill was very angry and sat • 
down to write a note of protest to the 
negligent workman. He thought that 
a piece of the ruined paper would 
be good enough for this purpose and 
was further annoyed to find that his 
ink spread and was absorbed by the 
paper. Then the Idea occurred to him 
that the psper might be used Instead 
of sand for drying wet Ink. Experi- 
ments proved him right. *nd the lot 
of "ruined" paper was advertised on- 
der the name of "blotting paper."—
